1. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a piston pump assembly 
comprising a spring having an attached portion attached to the pump piston proximate 
the first piston end and having a biasing portion biasing the pump check valve to fluidly 
block the piston bore, wherein the attached portion is closer to the second piston end 
than is the biasing portion.
